Tax Rate Set Tuesday Night 
At Adjourned Meeting 
Of Council 


Tax rate for the city of Placerville 
for the current fiscal year will be 
$1.70, according to action taken at the 
council meeting Tuesday night. 

The council approved the rate by a 
vote of 4 to 1, Mayor George Faug- 
sted casting the dissenting vote. The 
levy last year was $1.65. 

According to city officials, the tax 
rate for the current year is actually 
$1.60, plus an additional ten cents 
which the council has added to the 
levy to meet the interest on the $50,- 
000 sewer bond issue, voted by the city 
this summer. 

Although the bond issue has not 
been sold, the council felt it was act- 
ing wisely in making provision im- 
mediately to take care of the interest 
on the issue. 

It was also stated that it is impos- 
sible at this time to break the rate 
down into the various funds, since de- 
finite action on the project. 


U. S. Bans War 
Shipments 


Federal Owned Vessels Will 
Not Carry Supplies To 
Orient, President Orders 


WASHINGTON (lP—The American 
government today placed in effect 
against Japan and China a modified 
form of the neutrality law. 

It began enforcement of President 
Roosevelt’s order that no vessel owned 
by the federal government will be per- 
mitted to carry arms, ammunition or 
implements of war to either Japan or 
China and that privately owned ships 
flying the American flag carry such 
cargoes at their own risk. 

The list of prescribed articles are the 
same as those in President Roose- 
velt’s proclamation of May 1, 1937, 
placing an embargo on sale of exports 
of arms, ammunition or implements of 
war to either side in the Spanish civil 
war. 

It was believed the government- 
owned freighter Wichita, bound from 
Baltimore, Md., to China with cargo 
of American war planes, would be the 
first American vessel affected by the 
order. 

The Wichita was reported due at 
San Pedro today or tomorrow from 
the Canal Zone. It was believed the 
war planes and any other cargo af- 
fected by the President’s ban, would 
be petitioned at San Pedro before the 
vessel is permitted to proceed. 


MAN JAILED FOR FAILURE 
TO PAY FINE FOR 
DRUNK DRIVING 


Cc. T. (Cap) Edwards, formerly in 
charge of a state labor camp at Ca- 
mino, was taken into custody near 
Florin and lodged in the El Dorado 
County jail Tuesday evening by Sher- 
riff George M. Smith and Deputy Wil- 
liam Bathurst. 

Edwards was arrested on a bench 
warrant issued by Justice of the Peace 
T. F. Lewis and is held without bail. 

His difficulty centers about his fail- 
ure to pay a fine of $200 imposed on 
March 16, 1936 following his convic- 
tion on a charge of driving while in- 
toxicated. 

Edwards asked for time to pay the 
fine and was granted that privilege, 
according to the court, but has failed 
in a year and a half to pay the fine.

Protect Wild Life

In the Placerville region the cover crops are either permanent or planted | 


annually. Under the latter condition, when an annual cover is used, a system | 
of annual ditches can be installed to take care of the water that does not soak 
into the ground. By this method added protection is given to the soil in the, 
event the cover makes little growth in the fall before the heavy rains come. | 


The annual ditches are up to 500 feet in length, spaced about 40 feet apart, on 
approximately a 2 per cent grade, and«—___ 
lead to a controlled outlet. If the out- 
let is not controlled, a gully will form 
along the channel of the ditch. Con- 
crete outlets have been installed in 
connection with some annual ditch 
systems. These outlet structures take 
the water from the end of the ditch 
and empty it into a permanent water 
channel. The expense of the con- 
crete work has been eliminated in sev- 
eral instances by planting small areas 
of the orchard to permanent cover 
crop. These areas are located so that 
the grade ditches on the rest of the 
orchard may be discharged into them. 

Many of the ranches in and around 
Placerville have small pieces of land 
from which most of the top soil has 
been washed away. The products 
from these areas do not yield enough 
money to pay the production costs. 
Erosion can be stopped by planting 
such areas to forest trees. Douglas Fir, 
Black Locust, Yellow Pine, and Cali- 
fornia Holly have been used. 


Another recommended practice is to 
plant all new orchards near the con- 
tour; that is, the tree rows run around 
the hill, across the slope, instead uf up 
and down. The tree row has just 
enough fall so that the irrigation 
water will run along it. 


Another activity of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service is to increase the game 
population on the co-operators’ farms 
and ranches. In planting some of the 
cover crops or woodland plantings 
types of vegetation are used that will 
provide food for quail, ring neck 
pheasants, or other kinds of wildlife. ' 

The control of rodents is an erosion 


per range management plans, such as: 
rotated grazing, reseeding, 
ment of water, the proper locations of 
Salt, and others not only tend to pro- 
duce good forage but also prevent ero- 
sion because these practices all tend 


with grass. Range lands under pro- 
per management do not erode. 


Other farming practices designed to 
control erosion are contour cultivation, 
that is, always cultivate across the 
Slope, and never go up and down the 
hill, and use of the Basin Lister. The 
Basin Lister, which is run approxi- 
mately on the contour, turns. the 
ground into a series of small basins or 
holes, in which the rain water stands 
until it can soak into the ground. Its 
use has proved to be most effective in 
deep pervious soils. During the past 
Season, there was no runoff from one 
orchard on a 15 per cent slope that 
has been treated with this machine. 
In addition to using the lister, this 
rancher also protected his orchard 
with an annual cover crop. 


In conclusion, the farmers whose 
farms are under co-operative agree- . 


Service are urged to read the agree- 
ment and make plans now to carry out 
the practices involved that should be 
used this fall and winter. If any of 
the terms of the agreement are not 
clear, the co-operator should feel free 
to consult the technicians of the Soil 
Conservation Service.
